NEW YORK—You can take off those rose-colored glasses 
and get down to earth, for it is already practically a foregone 
conclusion that one way or another, the American Jewish 
Conference will not bring about that long-sought for unity 


in the American Jewish scene. 


For one thing, the behind-the-scene maneuvering already 
indicates that many forces are trying to disrupt the Confer- 
ence, and the American Jewish Committee, although it entered 
into the body, has not given up trying to prevent its convoca- 
tion. An offer of the American Jewish Committee to the 
leaders of the other groups to formulate a platform for Amer- 
ican Jewry so that there would be no need for the Confer- 


ence, has been snubbed. 


Then again, it is generally accepted that the Conference 
will lose either its Zionist groups or the _American Jewish 
Committee at the first convocation. If the Conference approves 
a maximalist program for Palestine, then the American Jew- 
ish Committee is expected to withdraw, and if Palestine is not 
demanded as a Jewish National Homeland, then the Zionist 


groups will withdraw. 


Philadelphia or Pittshurgh 
To Be Scene of Conference 


The Conference will meet from July 1 to 5 at either Phila- 


delphia or Pittsburgh. 


At a meeting last Monday night in New York the executive 
committee of the American Jewish Conference voted against 
giving welfare funds and federation groups and Jewish com- 
munity centers representation as constituent organizations in 
local voting. This decision is important, and had been fought 
for by the American Jewish Committee, for it would have al- 
lowed its proponents to dominate the elections. All these com- 
munity organizations together will have only one vote, the 


executive committee decided. 


The battle lines are already drawn between the Zionists 
and the anti-Zionists. The Zionists are expected to dominate 
the elections in the smaller communities, but in cities like New 
York and Chicago, the anti-Zionists because they have the 
backing of the well-organized Jewish labor groups, are ex- 
pected to name most of the delegates. 


National Organizations Realize 
Importance of Conference 


The Conference is being given top place by all national 
Jewish groups in their agenda, for it is understood that once 
the Jewish people of the nation feel their democratic rights, 
they will never yield them again, and no small group will be 
able to set itself up as speaking, for the decisions of the Con- 
ference are limited to action on the world scene and specific- 
ally do not include the confusing situation within American 
Jewry. Uness something is done to widen the scope of the 
Conference, the thorny problems in American Jewry will not 
be solved. However, the success of the American Jewish Con- 
ference might put a bug in the ear of American Jewry and a 
like conference for internal American Jewish problems, could 


very properly be called.

ALLIED FLAGS FLY OVER GHETTO 


In Latest U nisin

KUIBYSHEV—The first detail- 
ed, eye-witness account of the 
uprising by the remnants of the 
Warsaw ghetto against German 
extermination squads that came 
to conduct them to execution 
centers between Warsaw and 
Bialystok, was received here this 
week by the Jewish Anti-Fascist 
Committee from underground 
groups in Poland. 


From the highest buildings in 
the ghetto, the embattled Jews 
flew flags of Poland, Great Brit- 
ain and the Soviet Union, the re- 
port reveals. Bands of Jewish in- 
surgents stormed the infamous 
Paviak prison and released scores 
of political prisoners, Fierce bat- 
ptles broke out in the ruined Na- 
levki district and on Muranov 
Square when the Germans. threw 
artillery, tanks and bombers 
against the Jews. 


Meanwhile, Polish guerrillas 
struck at the German troops from 
the rear and fighting raged on 
Lange street adjoining the ghetto 
gates. These same partisan 
groups had previously engineered 
an attempt to assassinate Gov. 
Fisher several days after he had 
issued his first order for the liq- 
uidation of the. ghetto and suc- 
ceeded in killing police chiefs 
Kersky and Reszhinsky who had 
supervised the deportation of the 
Jews from the ghetto. 


The reports state that the re- 
volt which broke out in the ghet- 
to on April 18 was the culmina- 
tion of similar uprisings which 
have raged sporadically in War- 
saw since last December, when 
Jews who were being rounded 
up for deportation attacked the 
Nazi guards with aves and 
spades. Again in January mass 
demonstrations took place in the 
ghetto streets as starving Jews 
demanded food, which had been 
denied them completely as pun- 
ishment for the December up- 
rising. 

On March 17, for the first time 
since the establishment of the 
ghetto, German troops sent into 
the Jewish quarter by Warsaw 
Gov. Fisher were greeted with. 
volleys from rifles. Jewish firing 
from behind hastily erected street 
barricades, killed 50 Germans be- 
fore they were crushed. It was 
following this revolt that Gov. 
Fisher ordered that “the ghetto 
be completely destroyed.” On 
April 18, picked S.S. detachments 
broke ihto the ghetto and were 
met by machine gun fire and 
hand grenades, supplied to the 
Jews by members of the “Na- 
tional Guards,” the Polish under- 
ground army. (It is not known 
whether the battle in the ghetto 
still continues). 

According to this week’s re- 
port, armed revolts have also 
broken out in the Bialystok ghet- 
to. It also discloses that partisian

THE RABBI'S STUDY 


LAYMEN SO ABSORBED WITH TECHNIQUES 
THEY FORGET ABOUT JUDAISM ITSELF 


By RABBI DAVID S. SHAPIRO 


N ANCIENT*Roman adage has 
it that: poeta nascitur, non 
fit—a poet is born, not made. We 
usually think of the Jew in the 
same way. One is born a Jew and 
is destined to remain so for bet- 
ter or for worse. This view is 
true insofar as it goes but it does 
not go far enough. One is born 
a poet only in the sense that his 
nativity has endowed him with 
propensities and sensibilities, 
which only labor and struggle, 
education and training can trans- 
fer from the realm of the possible 
to that of the actual. Likewise, 
birth does not consummate one’s 
Jewishness. It simply brings one 
into a realm of gold, an heir to 
all its riches. Yet the mere access 
to ancestral treasures does not 
constitute the real essence of 
wealth. The prodigal son will 
squander his patrimony, or sell 
it for a mess of pottage. The 
wise son will learn to cherish 
his heritage and make the best 
possible use of it. He will trans- 
mute the ingots of gold _ into 
things of beauty, and will not 
permit anything to fade that can 
“suffer a sea-change into some- 
thing rich and strange.” A heri- 
tage becomes truly his own when 
the heir puts forth as much effort 
in expanding it wisely as his fore- 
bears did in creating it. Gothe’s 
aphorism in another connection 
applies here: Nur der verdient 
sich Freiheit wie das Leben, der 
taglich sie erobern muss—only 
he deserves freedom like life who 
must daily reconquer it. 


A Jew is born Jacob but must 
strive to become Israel. Jacob is 
born an heir to great ideals. He 
secretly yearns to walk in the 
path of his ancestors (Yaakob, 
from akeb—footstep, path), but 
at times he succumbs to the all 
too-human temptation of taking 
his brother by the heel and trick- 
ing him out of his birthright and 
blessing (Yaakob from akeb — 
heel, akab—to trick). Jacob be- 
comes Israel, champion of G-d, 
when he triumps over his baser 
self and becomes the embodiment 
of justice and loving kindness (in 
the Cabbala, Jacob-Israel is the 
synthesis of absolute love and 
absolute justice). Jacob emerges 
as Israel only after mighty strug- 
gles with his environment and 
with himself, only after becoming 
completely overwhelmed by the 
thought of his own unworthiness 
(Gen. 32.11). It is a task of gi- 
gantic proportions to reduce the 
incongruity between the earthly 
Jacob and his heavenly counter- 
part whose countenance is en- 
graved in the Throne of Glory. 

What is Jacob doing now to 
become Israel?’ Ask any Jewish 
Tom, Dick and Harry and he will 
assure you that he is a good Jew. 
There was a time that the epi- 
thet ‘a guter Yid” was applied to 
the choice spirits of each gener- 
ation, who themselves would 
have undoubtedly disavowed the 
appelation. Nowadays, little 
more than Jewish birth is re- 
quired for the attainment of that 
rank . It goes without saying 
that every Jacob who belongs to 
the B’nai B'rith, the Zionist Or- 
ganization or the Mizrachi, who 
is affiliated with a synagogue or 
who makes the supreme sacrifice 


of attending late Friday evening 
services, regards himself as a fine 
specimen of what a Jew should 
be. Without any attempt to dis- 
Parage any of these agencies and 
activities, all of which are per- 
forming an incalculable service 
towards the preservation of the 
Jewish people, I must state that 
mere affiliation and passive at- 
tendance barely permits one to 
touch the periphery of Judaism. 
Like the Nazirite of old our Ja- 
cobs go round about the vineyard 
without daring to tresspass the 
vineyard itself. They are so ab- 
sorbed with instrumentalities, ag- 
encies, and techniques for the 
preservation of Judaism that they 
forget about Judaism itself. They 
make organizational activities a 
substitute for it, and are totally 
unaware that Judaism is nothing 
if it does not attempt to trans- 
form Jacob into Israel. This task 
is Judaism. Everything else is 
ancillary. 

In what way does Jacob differ 
from Israel? Jacob is a good- 
natured fellow. He will go out 
of his way to do his brother a 
favor. He will make generous 
contribtions to various charitable 
causes. He attends services at 
the synagogue a few times a year, 
but admits he can’t read Hebrew 
very well. He’s too old, you know, 
to learn. He sympathizes with 
the suffering of Israel in Europe, 
but he is especially upset when 
he is barred from some snobbish 
country club or when some tenth- 
rate spitoon politician makes an 
uncomplimentary remark about 
his people. Jacob is, generally 
speaking, a pretty decent fellow, 
a loyal family man, but he has 
a strong passion for cards which 
keeps him from intellectual ac- 
tivity of any kind and also pre- 
vents him from taking the prop- 
er interest in the upbringing of 
his children. He is particularly 
very little concerned with their 
Jewish education. He feels that 
they work too hard as it is, they 
need more time for play or for 
their musical education. Jacob 
is a good businessman and main- 
tains a fair standard of business 
ethics. He has no need to be 
ashamed of his Gentile associates. 
Yet, he does not always strictly 
adhere to the Hoshen Mishpat 
(civil code), which sets even 
higher standards than the accept- 
ed ones. Jacob is a fine type of 
citizen, extremely loyal to Amer- 
ica and democratic ideals, loyal 
in his heart of hearts to Judaism, 
but still he is Jacob and not Is- 
rael. “ 

Israel is the eternal revolution- 
ary, ever dissatisfied with the 
world, ever dissatisfied with him-

self. He knows how distant the 
world is from perfection. But he 
also knows that the world can- 
not be any better than the indi- 
viduals who make it up. He 
wants to begin by perfecting 
himself. He knows there is only 
one way that this can be done, 
and that is by surrendering him- 
self completely and unequivocal- 
ly to the regime that four thou- 
sand years of Jewish experience 
have evolved through prophet, 
poet, sage, and philosopher. He 
must battle incessantly against 
the blandishments and allure- 
ments of a coquettish world. The 
ladder of Phineas ben Jair by 
means of which one ascends from 
zehirut (scrupulousness) to ruah 
ha-kodesh (holy spirit) provide 
him with a program for life. 
Israel seeks to embody in his 
everyday dealings with his fel- 
lowmen the ideals for whose 
realization he is praying. He 
knows only too well how deep is 


the chasm between preachment 
and practice in most of the vaunt- 
ed seekers after righteousness 
who demand justice from others 
but will themselvs not manifest 
the slightest compassion for a 
hungry neighbor, who  prate 
about universal philanthropy but 
will not stretch out their hand to 
the unfortunate pauper, who af- 
ter all is only one individual. Is- 
rael is merciful and compassion- 
ate to all, his kindness and gen- 
tleness know no bounds. The 
maxim that guides his life is: 
No grief shall come through me 
to any human being during my 
lifetime (Maimonides, Deoth, 5). 

Israel lives in G-d. He is con- 
cerned not so much with what 
captains and kings have to say 
about him as with G-d’s estimate 
of him. He finds union with G-d 
in study, in prayer, in the con- 
templation of the glory and 
majesty of G-d in the world 
about, in the holiness of the Sab- 


bath, in the beauty of the festi- 
vals, in the dream of a happier 
world. He does not permit grief 
over the world’s sorrows to mar 
his hopes for the future. His heart 
beats sympathetically to human- 
ity’s suffering, but he also strikes 
the chords on the harp that sings 
the songs of mankind’s hopes. 
The very existence of Israel in 
the world adds enough to the 
sum-total of good inthe world 
so as to serve as a guarantee 
that the world will attain its 
final redemption. 

Israel is the ideal towards 
which Jacob must strive. He may 
never fully attain the ideal, but 
by seeking and striving, by sin- 
cerely attempting to embody in 
every day living the discipline 
that aims towards ensconcing the 
divine upon the earth he will be 
following the admonition of Philo 
to his soul: Hasten, my soul, to 
become the image of G-d.

That 
evening, after the hectic ex- 
perience of the day, they put 
the children to bed. It was only 
a moment after they left the 
children that they heard the 
youngsters crying and uttering 
terrifying screams. They rush- 
ed into the room and found 
that the girl had taken a pic- 
ture of the woman’s sister off 
the wall and was clutching it 
to her chest. The children told 
through their tears that it was 
a picture of their mother. Thus 
this kindly couple found that 
they had adopted the children 
of a sister who had remained 
in Poland, and had given a 
home to children of their own 
blood!—Doesn’t it make your 
spine tingle?”

SEEMS DISCONTENTED 
WITH OUR RABBIS; 
DEFENDS LAYMEN 

To the editor, 

Often times I feel somewhat 
amused, when I read articles 
written by our rabbis in our An- 
glo-Jewish publications, wherein 
they try to charge the community 
of lack of interest in their en- 


deavors to promulgate a religious 
life in their respective commun- 
ity. 

The good book tells us, “and 
Aaron shall bear the names of 
the children in the breastplate of 
judgment upon his heart,” (Ex. 28 
29). It appears that by the breast- 
plate of judgment is meant the 
public opinion, where everyone 
could observe what the rabbi 
represents. The rabbi must al- 
ways take into consideration the 
opinion of the people of his com- 
munity, by standing for the high- 
est and sublimest ideals. The 
rabbi must exalt the fair name 
of the children of Israel, he must 
follow the teachings and the 
principles of the prophets of Is- 
rael, in other words, he must 
bear the name of the children 
of Israel upon the breastplate of 
judgment upon his heart where 
the average person could observe, 
and by doing so, he will glorify 
the name of G-d. 

Now, what about some rabbis 
who refuse to discuss the Talmud 
with you... . And what about 
some rabbis who preach Sholom, 
peace, and cannot live in peace 
with even their own colleagues? 

The layman of today, by reas- 
on of his great obligations and 
duties of unforseen circum- 
stances, often times is forced to 
forego many religious observ- 
ances through no fault of his. He 
relies on his spiritual leader to 
set an inspiring example. When 
the layman’s son or daughter re- 


turn from Hebrew School, and. 


when the father tries to find out 
what he or she studied in the 
Hebrew School, he is, many 
times astonished to discover that 
the child does not know any- 
more after attending Hebrew 
School for some time than when 
he first started. Oftentimes the 
mother is obliged to instruct her 
son or daughter about Jewish 
traditions and customs. Of course, 
there are some exceptions. After 
all, it is the rabbis duty to show 
us the light of spiritual wisdom. 

The modern rabbi was never 
afforded a better opportunity to 
unite the younger and the elder 
element together. The present 
youth is keener and more observ- 
ant to that which can be proven 
to him without any doubt in his 
mind. Religion as a whole is the 
essence of happiness. The youth 
of today is not the youth of yes- 
teryear. They are living in a 
more difficult time, and only on 
the three days of the year are 
we able to see them under the 
roof of the synagogue. Why 
doesn’t the rabbi make an effort 
to have the youth come to the 
synagogue more often, instead of 
trying to find out when he is to 
say Kaddish after his beloved 
ones, or When to say Yizkor? 

It is not the layman’s fault 
becausé the rabbi fails in his ef- 
forts to bring the youth in the 
synagogue. It is the rabbi’s duty 
to teach and preach Judaism, 
from the original, not to feed the 
youth with a review on a certain 
best-seller. We have plenty pro- 
fessional book revieweyfs. 

Most laymen are getting tired 
of paying for something they 
never receive. ... The fact that 
the rabbi cannot, or does not

SOME THOUGHTS ON 
THE FUTURE OF EUROPE

HE FAILURE OF the United Nations to project a con- 
structive vision of the future of Europe may prolong this 
war unnecessarily. It plays into the hands of the European 
Axis and gives them their most effective propaganda material. 
It gives rise to dissension amongst the allies, over questions of - 
influence, frontiers, and power. 

We are, I think, wasting our intellectual energies trying to 
find the answers to the wrong questions. Such questions are: 
What shall we do with defeated Germany? Or, what conces- 
sions shall we make to the Poles or to Russia? Or, does Austria 
belong to the Danubian basin? 

None of these questions is soluble except in the frame- 
work of a European solution. Therefore we must ask our- 
selves the leading question: What do we wish for Europe? 

We are avoiding that question. We are saying, Europe 
will have to decide that when she is liberated. That is intel- 
lectual cowardice. For what will be the status of Europe after 
liberation? The whole economic and political structure of 
Europe has been changed by the Nazis. And all the King’s 
horses and all the King’s men will not be able to put humpty- 
dumpty together again, on the pattern of 1939. 4

THE QUESTIONS WE ask ourselves about. Europe. are: 
Do we want a strong prosperous Europe or a poor weak 
Europe? Do we want a modern Europe or a medieval Europe? 
Do we want a Europe which, in the future as in the past, will 
be a source of new wars? 

If our answer to these questions is that we want a pros- 
perous, modern, peaceful Europe, then we must create a New 
Europe, recognizing certain principles that we ourselves have 
long since accepted. 

A prosperous, modern, and peaceful Europe is incompat- 
ible with the re-establishment of twenty-odd sovereign states, 
each with its own army, customs, currency and diplomacy. 

It was such a Europe that disintegrated in this war, and 
such a Europe will disintegrate again before the first push of 
a strong power.

THE STRONGEST POLITICAL weapon that Hitler has 
in his armory is his program for the unification of Europe. 
Hitler started this war for Germanic Lebensraum and the 
hegemony of a master nation and by his brutality toward con- 
quered peoples has alienated them. But Hitler will use any 
slogans for his own end. Today he is using progressive ideas 
preached by modern liberals for the past quarter of a century. 

We, on the other hand, have let the concepts of Mazzini, 
Romaine Rolland, Kleist, Briand, and even of the Christian 
church gather dust. 

We are supporting an eighteenth century concept for 
Europe, not a twentieth century one. The United States of 
Europe must be created if Europe is to survive. The historic 
tendencies, everywhere, are toward the creation of larger units. 
But, the great democracies choose reactionary policies, timid, 
unimaginative, uncreative..:

HITLER IS UNIFYING Europe by sword and fire for the 
sake of Germanic power. Why should we not project the uni- 
fication of Europe for the sake of Europe, and the world? 

There is nothing new in this idea. The most illumined 
spirits of Europe have preached it for half a century. It has 
been forwarded by examples outside Europe—the United 
States of America, the emergence of the British Commonwealth 
out of Empire, and, lastly, as the most modern example of 
federation, the Union of Socialist and Soviet Republics. 

Europe, is a cultural, economic and historic entity. Its 
characteristic is that of unity with diversity. Its most truly 
representative state, and its most stable one is the little con- 
federation of Switzerland. And the greatest honor you can 
do a Frenchman, Italian, German, Dutchman, Czech or Pole is 
to call him a good European. 

The division of Europe into a score of sovereign states 
has resulted in two Europes—the highly industrialized and 

modern western and central states that have lived by export- 
ing goods, and the backward agricultural southern, south- 
west and eastern states that have, for generations, exported 
people. The world has not wanted to accept either the goods 
or the people, and the disunity of Europe has made it im- 
possible for them to feed and serve each other. 

The tyranny of Hitler has broken this spell. Hitler has 
been forced by the logic of his own war, to accomplish an 
historic act. It is foolish to underrate it. It is necessary to 
break the tyranny, but not again to disintegrate Europe. We 
must Europeanize every nation, re-establish Europe’s historic 
yearnings for freedom and equality; free Europe from the 
hegemony of a dominant power; and emerge from this war not 
only as the liberator of the nations, but as the uniflier of a 
free Europe. 

If we do we shall be beloved for all time. If we do not 
we shall, I fear; have all Europe against us, the day after 
tomorrow. "

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REPORTER VISITS 400 JEWISH 
WAACS AT CAMP NEAR DES MOINES 


By S. REGENSBERG 


HE GREEKS called her “Pallas-Athena” and the Romans 
T called her “Minerva.” 

Intelligence, with a tender and thoughtful face, and with the 
delicate hands that spun and wove, gathered sheaves from the 
fields and grapes from the vineyards. She also possessed the 
knowledge and strength to make War—War against Mars, the 
God of bloodshed, just or unjust, and in the war between the 
Greeks and the Trojans she was a source of encouragement for 
the heroic Greek fighters. 

Pallas-Athena came to my mind when I noticed her head 
on the lapels of the uniforms worn by the WAACS. I saw 
them in hotel lobbies, in homes, restaurants and streets of Des 
Moines, capital city of Iowa and home city of Vice-President 
Wallace, where I had come to speak at a meeting on behalf of 
the Jewish refugees in Soviet Russia. 

Knowing that in the outskirts of Des Moines is located the 
largest group of women soldiers, the camp that was the cradle 
of the WAACs, born nearly a year ago, I was overtaken with 
a desire to visit the camp, to talk to the women soldiers who 
are taking over the Army’s non-combatant posts to release 
trained soldiers for active duty, and to find out how large is 
the Jewish representation in the WAAC. 

To get permission to enter the camp that was previously 
a calvary post, military regulations had to be strictly observed. 
I turned ‘to the chairman of the local Jewish Welfare Board, 
Robert S. Pappen, who told me about the welfare work in the 
camp, about the Jewish representation, their problems, of 
Jewish girls and their conception of the present war. He also 
introduced me to Helen Miller, the Jewish worker at the U.S.O. 
club in Des Moines, an energetic girl from Scranton, Penn., 
who is beloved by the Jewish WAACs whom she served daily. 
Three Out of First Four 
Are Newspaperwomen 

Our reception at the Public Relations Office was very warm 
and cordial. Typewriters were clicking and every corner of 
the big office was humming with life. The cleanliness and 
charm that a woman brings with her, a cleanliness and charm 
that permeates the uniforms worn by the WAACs, their man- 
euvers and their marching, which is so disciplined that they 
look like veteran soldiers, is visible everywhere. 

My first meeting at the office happened to be with four 
Jewish girls, introduced to me by an attractive Lieutenant. 
Picture my surprise when three out of the four happened to 
be former newspaper girls. There was Celia Lipshutz from 
Philadelphia, who had edited the Women’s page of the Evening 
Ledger; Rosalind Levinson, former editor of the Wilshire Press, 
a semi-weekly California newspaper; Fay Brisk, a former re- 
porter of the Reading Eagle, in Reading, Pa. The fourth one 
was Third Officer Mary Fabian, born in Birmingham, Ala., 
who came from New York to join the WAAC. She is a former 
opera singer who sang at the Chicago Opera House and in other 
cities. She is now assigned to the radio section of the Public 
Relations Office. I sat down with the four Jewish girls chat- 
ting congenially. They all informed me that they were feeling 
fine, did not miss the careers they had left behind. Their uni- 
forms were neat and pretty and the more I studied the scores 
of WAACs seated at their desks and absorbed in their work, 
the more I became convinced that the military uniforms and 
regime had not lessened their feminine charm and beauty in 
the least, even the charm of the truck driver driving a powerful 
truck. 

I also learned something else of interest to.me. Most of 
the four hundred Jewish WAACs who probably never saw the 
inside of a temple and who probably never witnessed in their 
homes the ceremonial blessing of the candles on Friday nights, 
gather on Sabbath Eve at their chapel. Three Rabbis—Eugene 
Mannheimer, Louis Kasddan, Monroe Levins and Cantor Louis 
Aronov officiate. One of the girls lights the candles in the 
candelabra, reciting the Sabbath prayer. Yes, they go to 
Synagogue, bless the candle, observé the death anniversaries 
of dear ones, for whom they sit in mourning and recite Kad- 
dish (eulogy prayer) where a father or mother do not leave a 
son behind, but more important than all is the sisterly alliance 
that is being formed between them and the non-Jewish WAACs 
with whom they march together, dance together, work and 
play together. They meet in the U.S.O. clubs at the parties to 
which Jewish families invite them and their Gentile friends. 
In the relationship existing between daughters of parents of 
many religions and nations, who are united by one uniform 
inspired by a single thought and determined to fulfill a great 


patriotic mission, the better world for which the United Na-: 


tions are now fighting, is being forged.

AT FRIDAY EVENING services at Temple Israel, I saw 
my first evening Bar Mitzvah—that of Reed Pasternik, a very 
impressive and beautiful ceremony. At a social hour in the 
large comfortable vestry rooms for which the parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Arthur Pasternik were hosts, I learned that the first 
religious services of the Temple were held above the old 
Ulimans Store at Fourth and Columbia, the Ullmans having 
been parents of Mrs. Henry Rosenthal, and the congregation 
was made up only of men who took turns reading the ser- 
vices. Michael Mayerstein was among those who officiated 
‘before a regular rabbi was engaged. His daughter, Miss 
Selma Mayerstein is a member of the congregation and of 
the Sisterhood. The present Temple was dedicated by the late 
Isaac Mayer Wise about seventy-four years ago. The Ladies 
Aid, started in 1888, with Mrs. Gussie Born as president and 
Mrs. Henry Rosenthal secretary, is now a Sisterhood affiliated 
with the National Federation of Temple Sisterhoods. Mrs. 
Louis Pearlman is the president. I can attest to the culinary 
ability of its. members who cater for all the affairs includ- 
ing Pesach. And, by the way more than 100 were present 
at the Temple Seder. Soldiers and sailors were taken care 
of at Temple, at the Sigma Alpha Mu House where Louis 
Segal read the services, at the Tau Epsilon Phi House where 
Andrew Fried officiated and in private homes. There was 
a long waiting list of Jewish homes, for the demand for the 
boys far exceeded the supply. 

The Temple has a complete kitchen. At one affair the 
men cooked the dinner, Rabbi Simon even baking a cake. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bert Loeb gave a $75,000 stadium as an addition 
to Columbia Park, no strings attached, no name to be added. 
“Bert” is the son of the late Solomon Loeb of Lafayette. 
Mrs. Ralph Morris (Blanche Oppenheimer) and her sister 
Leah Oppenheimer turned over their commodious family home 
gratis to the Y. W. C. A. They are daughters of the late 
Rachel Oppenheimer, active in Temple and Ladies Aid, a 
woman loved for her charitable and helpful spirit.

Protests From 
Christian Groups

NEW YORK — In connection 
with the “Day of Compassion” for 
Nazi-persecuted Jews, observed 
last Sunday in many churches all 
over the country, the National 
Conference of Christians and 
Jews made public a record of the 
protests by the Christian world 
against the Nazi campaign to ex- 
terminate the Jews of Europe. 
The document, entitled “Chris- 
tians Protest Persecution,” is a 
compilation of the world-wide ex- 
pressions of protest by Protes- 
tant, Roman Catholic, and other 
Christian denominations. 

Included in the report are de- 
nunciations—many of thent cir- 
culated through underground 
channels—by leading Christian 
spokesmen in the occupied coun- 
tries, in the Axis satellite coun- 
tries and even in Germany and 
Italy. Also included are some of 
the known facts about the result- 
ant mistreatment of the protesting 
churchmen by the Axis secret 
police and other official agencies. 

In an introduction to the re- 


port, Dr. Everett R. Clinchy, 
president of the National Confer- 
ence of Christians and Jews 


writes: “Protest, however, is not 
enough. Action, immediate and 
long-term must follow, both for 
the sake of the innocent victims 
of brutality and for our own 
sakes so that we may not become 
cynical or apathetic. If action 
does not accompany our resent- 
ment, harm rather than good may 
result.”

FEW DAYS AGO, an event 

took place which ought to 
arouse the pride of every true 
Jewish citizen of the United 
States. 

The U: S. Navy launched from 
Port Newark, N. J., a new des- 
troyer escort which has been 
named after the great Jewish 
naval officer, Commander Uriah 


P. Levy. 
The U.S.S. Levy was launched 
at a particularly appropriate 


time—within a few days of the 
150th anniversary of his birth. 

Not only is this naming of the 
U. S. S. Levy a worthy compli- 
ment to the Jewish members of 
the Anierican navy, but it has a 
special value for our people in 
recalling the fact that Jews have 
been associated with the armed 
forces of the United States even 
before the United States existed 
as such. For in questioning, 
‘“‘Who’s this Levy the ship is nam- 
ed for?”’, this answer will be 
made: 

Uriah Phillips Levy was the 
grandson of Jonas Phillips who 
fought on the side of the Revo- 
lution in 1776. 

But Uriah P. Levy himself 
earned far greater distinction. 

His life was one of excitement 
and adventure from start to fin- 
ish. Before he was 12, he was 
a “sea-going man.” Before he 
was 20, he owned one-third in- 
terest in a 1,500 ton schooner 
called the George Washington. 
Before he was 21, he had been 
victim of a mutiny. His crew had 
siezed upon him, tied him up and 
thrown him into the ship’s pris- 
on, and then sailed to a desert 
island, the Isle of May. Here they 
threw him out on _ shore, and 
made off with the valuable cargo 
and the ship. 

But Levy not only saved him- 
self; he traced the guilty ship 
across the ocean and finally lo- 
cated its band of mutinous rob- 
bers and brought them to justice. 

In the War of 1812, he fought 





on the navy vessel Argus, cap-

old organization, also headed by Jacob Singer, raised $20,000 
for its 1943 work. Belle Atlass Stein is secretary. “Belle” 
lived in Indianapolis for a while at the Columbia Club, but 
like all those who have been reared in Lafayette, “home” 
seemed the best place on earth.

Finally, he tackled one that was 
too big for him; he was taken 
prisoner and held till the eng of 
the war. His many adventures 
thereafter would take a book to 
relate. But he rose ever higher 
and higher in the United States 
Navy, fighting prejudice at home, 
as well as enemies abroad. When 
he died in 1862, he held the high- 
est rank then existing in the 
Navy, that of Commodore. 

The story is told that at the 
outbreak of the Civil War, he 
went to President Lincoln ang 
offered him all his fortune, which 
totalled about $300,000, but the 
President refused to accept g9 
great a sacrifice. Levy was one 
of the truest of democrats; he 
had a profound admiration for 
Thomas Jefferson, and _ bought 
Monticello as a gift to the nation, 

But the act he was proudest 
of was, that he started a move- 
ment to abolish the cruel pun- 
ishment of flogging in the U. §, 
Navy. He asked. that this alone 
be inscribed on his tomb. It is 
thanks to Uriah P. Levy that 
sailors in the U. S. Navy attained 
so early in our history the right 
to be treated as men and not 
as animals. 

The Jewish War Veterans has 
been praised for its active work 
in helping to bring about the 
naming of this ship for Commo- 
dore Levy. Some of the leading 
members of the organization were 
invited by the Navy Department 
to witness the launching. U. S. 
Senator Warren Barbour endors- 
ed our effort, as did other legis- 
lators. 

It is our hope that wherever 
the U. S. S. Levy sails,-its record 
will be a proud one, worthy of 
its name. And that everywhere 
it will remind friends—and non- 
friends—that the spirit of the 
fighting Jew still lives.

the Jewish people so terribly.” 

The WAACs do not long for the civilian life from which 
they are parted for awhile. They may miss a piece of pumper- 
nickle, herring or “Gefilte Fish,” which they cannot get due to 
the lack of Jewish restaurants in Des Moines, but what are 
these compared to the big job ahead of them. The civilian life 
of the WAAC is shoved aside by the serious purpose that be- 
comes a part of her from the first moment she enters Fort 
Des Moines. She is provided with a smart uniform and begins 
to live, think and act like a soldier. She impresses the most 
veteran soldier when he sees the rhythm of her measured 
steps and her disciplined behavior. The WAAC dresses in ten 
minutes, no work or duty is too difficult for her. She is smart, 
alert and capable. Otherwise she could not enter the camp. 
She is the healthiest woman in America because physicians 
and dieticians carefully watch her physical well being. There 
is not one boring moment in her daily routine. The role she 
plays in the war effort is growing in importance. 

When I left Fort Des Moines I thought again of Pallas- 
Athena, the emblem of the WAACs, the goddess of wisdom, 
of intelligence and war. Sculptors have immortalized her in 
statues; Temples have been built and the Greeks named their 
principal city, Athens, the cradle of culture and civilization for 
her. I was convinced that when the history of the present war 
which began for the WAACs in 1942, will be written, the part 
played by these alert young Amazons will be enshrined and 
immortalized in the temple of liberty now being erected with 
the blood of the Allied armies on the war fronts throughout 
the world.

DEBBY AND OLIVIA 





GENTLEMAN who, for convenience, shall be 

called Thirkettle, because it has a musical 
sound, reports an incident in his house which 
distressfully revealed to him how prejudice 
gets started. This particular prejudice had 
nothing to do with Jews; but, as a Jewish gen- 
tleman Mr. Thirkettle was disturbed, since he 
well knew that by the same simple process the 
prejudice against Jews is started and kept go- 
ing. 

Yet Mr. Thirkettle could get some comfort 
from discovering how casually prejudices start: 
If it is so easy to start a prejudice in a child’s 
mind it should be just as easy to plant there 
the idea of decently respecting people of other 
races or colors or religions. 

The matter had to do with his small daugh- 
ter Debby. Debby has been like the loveliest 
of lilies—a creature untouched by the smudge 
of human character as manifested in the out- 
side world from which Mr. Thirkettle had hoped 
to shelter her at least in her childhood. 

If he could have his whimsical way he would 
keep her forever untouched of dirty hands, and 
she would remain the loveliest of all beings. But 
this is only a momentary fantasy he plays with 
when he is kneeling on the floor before her, 
pushing a toy train. On those occasions Mr. 
Thirkettle feels reverential, like a worshipper 
kneeling at a shrine. 

He knows very well that a parent’s love 
holds a child fast with one arm even while the 
other must push him out into the world, to face 
the dreadful realities and somehow slap down 
the dirty hands. Still it did hurt him to dis- 
cover the lovely creature smudged so young by 
one of the filthy prejudices that go around. 

Mr, Thirkettle was himself moved almost to 
tears when, coming home one evening recently, 
he found their Negro maid, Olivia, in tears and 
heard the explanation. His wife and Olivia had 
been crying practically all afternoon. 

Olivia said it was the most terrible thing 
that had happened to her all her life. It would- 
n’t have mattered so much if somebody she 
didn‘t love had done it but she loved Debby 
more than anybody in the world. . . “And to 
think of her saying that!” 

“What did Debby say?” 

“Debby”, she replied, “called me a nigger.” 

Mr. Thirkettle felt stunned. It was as if he 
had found a blemish on Holy Writ. Debby was 
an expression of divinity, like Holy Writ, and 
there she stood profaned, all unconscious, 
though, of the dreadful thing that had happened 
to her; This seed of a prejudice falling on her 
mind. Unaware of crisis, Debby was playing 
with her dolls. 

Mr. Thirkettle laid himself almost prostrate 
with humble apologies to Olivia. . . ‘But Debby 
didnt know what she was saying, Olivia. She 
doesn‘t know what the word means. She said 
it without knowing what it meant.” 

Olivia replied yes, but that’s the way it all 
begins. It begins with a word and from that it 
grows. 

Mr. Thirkettle couldn’t deny the wisdom of 
this. 

Debby never had noticed that Olivia’s com- 


plexion was different from hers, though Olivia’s 
skin is very dark. Debby had taken variety in 
complexions for granted, and didn’t think of 
asking any questions about Olivia’s complexion, 
though all day she kept asking questions about 
many other things. 

Now this hateful word had arisen to estab- 
lish a differentiation in Debby’s mind. She had 
taken the word into her mouth and like Eve, 
after eating the serpent’s apple, she had lost a 
portion of her innocence and had become vague- 
ly conscious of a difference between black and 
white skins. 

Mr. Thirkettle was troubled lest Olivia think 
that Debby had got the word from her parents. 
In fact, Olivia was intimating as much. She 
said, to think that a lovely child like Debby 
could pick up such a word in this house. She 
had always thought she was respected in this 
house in the three years she had been working 
for the Thirkettles. 

Mr. Thirkettle was sure that neither he nor 
Mrs. Thirkettle ever had uttered the word in 
the presence of Debby or even when she wasn’t 
around, for that matter. Later on he was able 
to prove to Olivia that Debby hadn’t learned 
the word at home. She had heard it first from 
the white maid next door who in Debby’s hear- 
ing had used it in speaking scornfully of Olivia. 

To know this didn’t make Olivia any hap- 
pier, nor could Mr. Thirkettle himself feel 
happy, even though he had been vindicated. 
Yes, he thought, that’s the way prejudices get 
going. That’s the way children start to despise 
other kinds of people even before they have 
met any of them. The thoughtless or malicious 
word of a parent, an aspersion by a neighbor. 
Kids pick up things quickly. Prejudices aren’t 
things children are born with. 

How easy it was to plant the seed of hate. 
Thank goodness, he thought, Debby still was 
so young and it should be possible for him to 
get this seed before it grew into the noisome 
weed. 

From this Mr. Thirkettle came to the idea 
that it should be as easy to plant decent respect 
as it is to plant prejudice and hate in a child’s 
mind. Are our teachers less competent in- 
structors than the stupid maid next door who 
so easily gave Debby her first lesson in preju- 
dicial utterance. 

Mr. Thirkettle had been reading suggestions 
that after the war the victors take the German 
people’ in hand to re-educate them for moral 
civilization. He thought how our schools have 
an important job of morals and social ethics, 
too—to catch American minds young and edu- 
cate them for good will as efficiently as dirty 
hands mold them for prejudice and hate. 

It seemed to Mr. Thirkettle that such a 
course of instruction is as important as arith- 
metic, since it has to do with the prime matter 
of people getting along together in the world. 
Brotherhood will not be established automatic- 
ally by the hanging of Hitler; it must be made 
to grow in hearts and minds by public education 
in the schools, by private education in the 
homes.
